Upland unemployed and em- 
ployer can be brought together 
today in a more efficient man- 
ner than ever. 

The Upland chamber of com- 
merce and civic association asks 
that all members and all other 
residents in fhe Upland district 
make use of its free employment 
bureau. 

All persons registered for 
work have been classified as to 
their past occupation and ex- 
perience. Classifications include 
such headings as truckers, car- 
penters, gardeners, citrus fruit 
pickers and packers and the like. 

Before a person’s name is plac- 
ed on the list of those eligible to 
obtain use of the employment 
bureau, a careful investigation 
is made to determine the need 
for employment and the appli- 
cant’s past record. As far as 
can be ascertained by those in 
charge, all persons registered 
have a sincere desire to work 
and to serve employers to the 
best of their ability.
